You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Newfields on 
Tuesday, the thirteenth (13th) day of March next, at two o'clock in the after- 
noon until nine o'clock in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 

(BUSINESS MEETING TO BE HELD AT SEVEN-THIRTY O'CLOCK IN THE EVENING). 


1. To choose all necessary Town and School District Officers for the ensuing 
term. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize the withdrawal 
from Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as setoffs against budgeted appropriations 
for the following specific purposes and in amounts indicated herewith, or take 
any other action hereon:

Police Dept. 2,008.00 
Fire Dept. 2,008.00 


Town Dump 2,008.00 
$ 6,024.00 
3. To raise and appropriate such sums as may be necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, in case of disaster, 
to apply for, contract for, receive and expend Federal Funds for disaster relief. 


5. To see if the Town will grant a discount of 2% on taxes paid in full thirty 
days after the taxes are committed to the Collector. 


6. To see if the voters will authorize the Selectmen and Town Treasurer to 
borrow a sum or sums not exceeding in the aggregate of $95,000.00 in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes for the current municipal year and to issue in the 
name and on the credit of the Town negotiable notes therefore, said notes to be 
repaid during the current municipal year from taxes collected within the current 
municipal year. 


7. To see what action the Town will take relative to the aultborization of the 
sale of real estate held or acquired by the Town on account of purchase at tax 
sale. 


8. To see what action the Town will take toward the acceptance of reports of 
Town Officers as printed in the Town Reports. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Water Commissioners, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of revenue. 


10. To see what sum the Town will raise and appropriate from the Varney Fund for 
the purchase and installation of a pump, electrical service, pipe and fittings 
for the new well off of Route 85. 


ll. To see what sum the Town will raise and appropriate from the Varney Fund 
to acquire land for a buffer zone for the Watershed. 
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12. On petition of W. Leonard Stevens and ten others to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) to assist 
Rockingham Child and Family Services, a private, non-profit organization. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote for the following Human Service 
organization: 

Newmarket Health Center 

Exeter Area Visiting Nurse Association 

Seacoast Counselling 


14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept, 
and expend up to $10,000.00 in Municipal Coastal Planning Grants as authorized 
and approved under the New Hampshire Coastal Resources Management Program. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Ordinances and Building Codes 
regarding Flood Hazard regulations as proposed by the Planning Board. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Town Ordinances All 
owners of mobile home parks, any portion of which lies in a Flood Hazard Area, 
shall, within 90 days of the effective date of this ordinance, file a “Flood 
Evacuation Plan" with the office of Civil Defense, the Fire Department and the 
Police Department. Such plans shall show alternative vehicular access amd escape 
routes in the event of flooding. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to provide workers’ compensation coverage for 
eligible employees by participating in the New Hampshire Municipal Association 
Self-Funded Workers' Compensation Program commencing July 15, 1979, and to author- 
ize Selectmen to take such action in furtherence of this vote as may be necessary. 


18. To see what sum the Town will raise and appropriate to construct and furnish 
a Police Room in the basement of the Town Hall. 


19. To see what sum the Town will raise and appropriate to purchase a Police 
Cruiser. 


20. To see what sum the Town will vote in addition to the Police budget to cover 
a full-time Police Chief. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept and apply 
any grant or gifts in connection with any article in this warrant. 


22. To hear the report of any committees heretofore appointed, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


23. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

Amendments to Zoning Ordinances and Building Codes Regarding 
Flood Hazard Regulations 


Add to Article 3 Section 3.1 Zoning Districts the following: 
SFHA - Special Flood Hazard Area 


Add to Article 3, Section 3.2 Boundaries the following: 

"The Flood Hazard Boundary Map #330228A dated January 17, 1975 revised 
March 12, 1976, promulgated by the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, as amended, shall be an overlay to the zoning map as previously 
described. When a property is located in a Flood Hazard Area, all new con- 
struction and substantial improvements shall conform to the requirements 
for the Flood Hazard Area, as enumerated in Section 4.4.8 of this ordinance 
as well as those for the underlying zone. 


Add to Article 4.4 Supplementary Regulations for Certain Uses, a new Section 
4.4.8 Special Flood Hazard Area as follows: 
4.4.8 Special Flood Hazard Area 
1. No new residential structures are permitted within the zone. 
2. Nonresidential structures (commercial, industrial accessory 
etc.) may be permitted providing they are Floodproofing and 
are permitted by other sections of this ordinance. 
3- <A permit from the selectmen is required for all uses in the 
Special Flood Hazard Area. 


BUILDING CODE 


Add to the Building Code a new Article VIII as follows: 
Article VIII. Special Flood Hazard Area 

1. If a proposed building site is in a flood-prone area, all new 
construction and substantial improvements (including the 
placement of prefabricated buildings and mobile homes ) shall 
(1) be designed (or modified) and adequately anchored to 
prevent floatation, collapse, or laterial movement of the 
structure, (2) be constructed with materials and utility 
equipment resistant to flood damage, and (3) be constructed 
by methods and practices that minimize flood damage. 

2. Each building permit application for construction or substan- 
tial improvement shall contain the following information: 
Elevation (in relation to mean sea level) of the lowest 
habitable floor (including basement) of new or substantially 
improved structures, and whether or not such structures 
contain a basement if the structure has been flood proofed. 


If any party proposes to alter or relocate a water course, 
the building inspector shall notify the New Hampshire Water 
Resource Board and the Administration of the F.I.A. 


No permit shall be given for a project which reduces the flood 
carrying capacity of a water course. 


No building permit shall be issued until assurances are made 
that all required approvals from state and/or federal 
agencies have been received, including Section 404 of the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act Amendments of 1972, 
33 U.S.C. 1334, if necessary.

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens are 
appointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the members 
of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State funds are used to 
pay onehalf the cost of forest fire suppression costs incurred by local 
forest fire organizations, within pay rates established by the Governor 
and Council. State funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand 
tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in 
fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is 
permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local Forest 
Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one is required is 
a misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one 
year or both.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


All children have an equal right to profit fully from a broadly based school 
program. In the struggle to bring together the staff, resources and the curriculum 
to serve all learners the hard fact faces us all - and that is that education is 
costing more! Like everything else the school is not immune to the ever increasing 
cost of living. 


For a good many years I have given my time, efforts and leadership responsi- 
bilities to preparing young people for their world. I have constantly strived for 
the improvement of educational opportunities for the young. I feel I have tried 
to consider community concerns. I am aware of the burdened taxpayer but also con- 
cerned that we continue to offer a quality education. This is essential if our 
students are to compete in college and in the job market. I have sensitivity to 
the needs of the staff to do the important job of "teaching". I have realized 
patience is required in bringing about needed change. I try to keep aware of the 
decisions of the courts as they effect the schools. Indeed the role of the Super- 
intendent has become much more complexed in recent years. 


The citizens may be interested in our Vocational Center project which will 
effect the AREA agreement in that students may attend any vocational program offer- 
ing at no additional cost other than the regular AREA High School Tuition. The 
site was cleared and footings and foundation are in place. Structural steel is 
expected to be delivered by the time you read this, and masonry work on exterior 
walls will start this Spring. By fall of 1979 the building should be enclosed 
and interior work will proceed, along with installation of equipment. The project 
completion date is March 1980, and courses will be in effect for September 1980. 
Much work is already underway on the curriculum of the schools, and it will be 
carefully planned by using student interest surveys as an important planning tool. 
Students in the programs will spend approximately 2% hours per day in the vocation- 
al section and the balance of time in the regular academic areas of the high school. 


The principal of the school has written a brief report which I would like to 
quote here: 


"Newfields Elementary School began the academic year with many staff changes 
including a new principal (who is shared with the Swasey School in Brentwood), two 
classroom teachers, an art teacher, an aide, and a custodian. Despite these 
changes, a strong commitment was made by the principal to maintain existing pro- 
grams while making improvements in them. 


The entire school staff is a dedicated and capable group of professionals 
who strive to provide the best education possible for the children of Newfields. 
The school organization and structure attempt to provide children with the means 
to develop their academic and artistic capabilities to the fullest extent possible. 
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A highlight of the year was the publication in December of the bock, "Close 
Encounters of the Old Kind". This was a semester long project planned and written 
by the students, under the direction of the art teacher. It combined many areas 
of the curriculum and provided a meaningful expression of them. 


An involved PTO supports the school in many ways. This year, in addition 
to running a hot soup program, they donated and erected a beautiful, hand-crafted 
sign in front of the school." 


One other area I should like to mention briefly and that is on the so-called 
Competency Tests which have come into wide use throughout the country in recent 
years. Currently we are giving Achievement Tests at grade 2, 4, 6 and 8. This 
compares a student's scores to scores achieved by a nationwide sampling of students. 
Scores are given in relation to National norms. 


Recently we gave a competency test to grade five. These tests are designed 
especially for use in our school system and measure how well a student does on a 
particular skill on knowledge in a subject area which is included in our guide of 
items to be taught. These can be very valuable. The State is requiring we give 
some sort of competency test at least three times before graduation. We expect 
to comply with this. Used properly the results can be a powerful tool in edu- 
cational planning. 


In conclusion I trust we can continue to all work together to provide a 
quality education at a reasonable price for the youth of this community.

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Report of the Business Administrator 


A major change will occur in the coming year in the way we construct 
our budget and account for our funds. The coding system and the classi- 
fication of revenues and expenditures that has become familiar to many 
of us will be dropped and a completely new chart of financial accounts 
and code numbers will be employed. 


This change has occurred as a result of a federal effort to bring 
about uniformity across the country in school financial accounting and 
reporting. Currently there is little consistency in this area. Conse- 
quently, financial information provided at the federal and state level 
is often of questionable accuracy and comparability. 


The National Center for Education Statistics is currently engaged 
in re-writing the federal manual for school accounting. A consulting 
firm from Atlanta, Georgia, was selected to accomplish the actual re- 
draft. As part of the effort, a sixteen member National Review Commit- 
tee was formed to study the devlopment of the draft and make recommen- 
dations and changes. I feel most fortunate to have been selected to 
serve on that committee. It continues to be a very worthwhile experience. 


The nature of information used to make decisions in education has 
undergone an important shift. In the past, the chart of accounts was 
designed to demonstrate responsibility for public funds in terms of re- 
source inputs rather than outcomes or results. With an increasing demand 
for information about outcomes, techniques must be modified to be respon- 
sive to these new demands. 


Methods of financial accounting and reporting long in use are now 
being altered to meet the information needs of government agencies, school 
officials, and the general public. These needs haye grown out of a concern 
for the rising cost of education, the proliferation of legislation that 
has been enacted in recent years mardating numerous changes in program 
offerings and the need for clear anc detailed information to assist in the 
planning and decision making that fcllow. 


The three or four digit budget code in use for many years and used 
for the final time in the budget printed elsewhere in this book will be 
replaced with a new multi-digit code which, rather than being just an 
account number, is an identification of each financial transaction. This 
system will permit closer analysis cf financial data and provide manage- 
ment with better financial information on which to base decisions. 
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Change is never totally comfortable especially when that change 
is away from something as familiar as our present account codes. But 
I believe that this is far from being " change for change sake." It 
will lead to better financial information for management and the general 


public.
